Ottawa, May 18.—The board of 
railway commissioners has issued a 
complete list of cases to be heard by 
the board at sittings to be held at Win- 
nipeg on May 380th, Regina on May 
29th, Calgary on May 26th, and Ed- 
monton, May 27th. 

There are set down for hearing at 
the four points the following three 
matters: 

Application of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association and the Hamil- 
ton Board of Trade for an extension 
of the Canada Car Service rules so 
as to include what is known as the 
“average demurrage’ plan, 

Consideration of the question of 
reciprocal demurrage and its suggest- 
ed application in Canada. 

Application of the Canadian Freight 
Association for the ruling of the hoard 
as to the proper allowance to be made 
from track scale weights on vat.ous 
commodities,

sian arbitration the question of the 
disposal of districts left open by the 
same treaty is the belief expressed in 
a despatch received by the Cologne 
Gazette today from its Sofia cor- 
respondent, who says he reached this 
conclusion after interviewing several 
Bulgarian ministers and the various 
party leaders at the Bulgarian capi- 
tal. 

Continuing the correspondent says 
“Bulgaria will not hesitate to con- 
clude an alliance with Austria-Hun- 
gary if such & step is necessary to 
achieve her end. Anti-Servian feel- 
ing in Bulgarian is running high and 
is increasing hourly and if war comes 
it will be most bitter,” 

Hears of Alliance 

London, May 18.—The Daily Chron- 
icle says it has reason to believe that 
Greece and Servia have concluded an 
agreement constituting a common 
policy with regard to the conquered 
territory and an alliance against Bul- 
garia and that grave danger of an- 
other war exists, 

The Chronicle's statement is not 
confirmed in other quarters, Des- 
patches from Vienna and Sofia re- 
port the feeling between Greece and 
Servia and Bulgaria as improving.
